I need the specifications for the following transformer: 


MERT (?, as print kind of faint) CTC P-2882 Direct Replacement for 
RCA-101252 


Label indicates it is a TV transformer. 
Wire color coding if you have it would also be very helpful. 


It is setting in a BC-348Q that I recently picked up at a local hamfest 
over the weekend that uses this homebrew AC supply transformer. Obtained 
it at a decent price, but a sloppy AC supply conversion. The seller at 
least told me it did not work ie filaments lit up, but no audio. Found 
out that the mute taps/pins #2 and #6 on the rear socket were not 
jumpered. Fellow BA'er here in town pointed this out right quickly. He 
had a manual. It helps. It has a capacitive input filter of which I am 
going to change to a inductive/choke input type as the supply vollage 
was 340 volts under load with 120 VAC mains. Out boarding a temporary 
choke filter yielded 240 volts DC B+. It will be a tight squeese with 
the present transformer, choke, and capacitor. 


Last BC-348 that I had was almost 30 years ago, AC'ed nicely by the 
previous owner. I used to loan it out to prospective hams. The last 
fellow who had it I guess really took a lik'in to it, as he kept it when 
he left town for parts unknown. Never heard from him since. 


Any help with the tansformer specifications, or those who have 
schematics/notes of home brewing AC supplies for BC-348's would be 
greatly appreciated. 


It is kinda nice in firing up an old WWII war bird receiver. If is could 
only speak as to where it has been in this world, and what messages it 
has received in years past.

Note that this is for Outlook, which is part of Office 2000, the expensive 
suite. 


This is NOT for Outlook Express, which is the free mail reader that ships as 
part of Internet Explorer. 


There is no simple overall security fix for Outlook Express, although 
installing the latest service packs for Internet Explorer 5.01 

(http: //www.microsoft.com/windows/ie/download/ie501sp2.htm) or Internet 
Explorer 5.5 (http://www.microsoft.com/windows/ie/download/ie55sp1.htm) 
cannot be a bad idea, security-wise. There are lots of other security fixes 
for IE/OE that aren't rolled up into Service Packs at 

http: //www.microsoft.com/windows/ie/download/. 


(I suppose that they worry about the security issues more for the paying 
Office 2000 customers than they do for the people getting IE/OE for free. 
Also, Outlook is even more virus-vulnerable than Outlook Express.)

I've just had my third phone call this month asking 
what a particular piece of "Command Set" equipment is worth. 


I really enjoy hearing from just about anyone on the lists- 
please don't stop calling (if you can find me after my 

latest job transfer- I'm near Dallas, at least xthis* week). 

I love "talking shop." But let me save anyone else some trouble. 
The answer is: "I Don't Know." 


I don't consider Newsgroups to be a valid market price indicator. 
Personalities get involved and this skews pricing. 

Also- because of the xrelativelyx few readers in any newsgroup- 
they are limited markets. 

This will depress the price you can expect to receive. 


The only way I have of judging what something is "worth" 

is the xfree market* price at any given moment. 

Free markets take the personalities out of the equation (mostly). 
The "Bay" is the big arbiter when it comes to 

setting a free market price- 

two or more people wanted to pay near the closing price, 


so that's the "market price." 


That being said, I freely admit that I'm baffled by what people pay. 
Prices change with the wind. 

I've seen really hard to find radios go for $4 and $400. 

I've seen modified late Western Electric BC-453s, 

which are common as the sands of the sea, go for $140 and $1.40, 

and all in the same couple of weeks. 

It's crazy, but it's also that wonderful prosperity 

creating machine called "the free market." 


If you need a price idea, do what I do. 

I go to "the Bay," use the search engine for completed items 
and snoop around. It may not be perfect but it's the only 
game in town if you want a "market" price.
